At the same time 
a crowd ot some sis or eijht men 
massed them and proceeded on ahead 
of them. 
The Campbell woman 


managed to break loose from her cap- 
tor and ran to the block signal sta- 
tion and informed the operator what 
iad occurred and that men were kil- 
ing her companion, whose screams 
could then be heard. The Grass wc- 
man claims that the man who had 
grabbed her, dragged her down a 
*oad a short distance from the rail- 
road and threw her bodily over ^ a 
fence into a small grove where she 
was surrounded by a crowd of fifteen! 
or more men, nearly all of whom as- 
saulted her. 


When the alarm was given at the 


s'gnal tower by the Campbell woman 
Yardmaster Bowles was notified bj 
telephone and he and several switch- 
men took a switch engine and hur- 
ried to the scene, and as they ap- 
proached with their lanterns the per- 
petrators of the assault ran. 


Meanwhile the police were notified 


and patrolmen Goebel, Seeds and 
O Brien, and detective Wiles and 
nlelitwatchman Reeves, of the C. H.
